Visitor Center

weekends. Kirsi made a motion, seconded by Paul, to continue the current arrangement with Barbara 
and Marjorie to complement the work provided by the intern. The motion passed unanimously. 

• Signage: We should put a sign on the door to post hours that the center is open. We also need the 
maroon sign to be installed. Angela/Ali will follow-up on that. 

• Resource materials: Barbara and Marjorie completed a current list of restaurants, with price range, 
cuisine, hours, etc. This, along with information on Arlington's history, museum hours, etc., is available 
in the visitor center. A package of the materials, with the exception of the restaurant directory, is also 
provided in hard copy. The volunteers have been encouraged to visit all three museums. A suggestion 
was made to provide the list of restaurants to businesses and attractions that may get questions from 
out-of-town patrons. 

• Upcoming activity: A few of the Menotomy Minute Men plan to be at the visitor center to chat with 
guests on June 16. Angela suggested that we have the color/cut-out Jason Russell House available as 
children's crafts for this and other times. Bob T. made a motion, seconded by Bob B., to allow purchase 
of the cardstock houses for a cost of up to $50. The motion passed unanimously. 

Porchfest 

Steve has scheduled performances at the visitor center from 2:00 to 5:00 pm. The visitor center should be 
staffed until 5:00 pm that day. Angela reported that we have volunteer coverage from 10:00 am to 4:00 pm. 

Bob T. is the volunteer from 2:00 to 4:00 and said that he would stay until 5:00 pm. Angela noted that she will 
also be on site most of the day.
